PIX-FX is a collection of utilities 
for SCREENS manipulation designed 
to heip you create your oum special 
graphic effects. Examples wili be 
shown where possible. 


Putt-Doun Menus are used. Select 
with the Up Arrow (#7 Kew or the 
Down (#5 Key). Once your choice 
is made press "ENTER" to activate 
the highlighted area. There are 
four Puii-Doun Menus: 


The HELP HENU gives you a brief 
explanation, scrolled from right 
to left actoss the bottom of the 
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screen, of the PIX-FX functions. 
This cannot begin to cover the 6 
Pages of directions included with 
this software. 


The SCREENS STORAGE MENU opens 
the avenues for LORDing & SAVEing 
SCREEN$. It aiso enabies you to 
Shift/swap the Final SCREEN$ (FS) 
and the Uorking SCREEN$ (U5). A 
customized back-up can be created 
for use with your DISK system. 


üne feature Githin this menu is 
the choice to SAVE a SCREEN§$ tuo 
ways. It can be SAVEd normatiy or 
COMPRESSED. SCREEN$ can be SAVEd 
{black & white) saving 40 to 58% 
of the code. SAVEd in a completety 
relocatable chunk of code it can 
be displayed using RANDOMIZE USR 
CODE. Compressed SCREEN$ 5RUEd 
in series can be used to create 
a simple form of animation. The 
SCREEN$ below was SRUEd using this 
compressed method (3834 Bytes).

Rn example of the PLANET MAKER is 
also showm above as well as with 
the title SCREEN$. A SCREEN$ of 
a worid map was wrapped around a 
sphere to create this planet. In 
the cade of the above SCREENS it 
Was tilted 18 degrees (+ 8 to 189 
degree tiit is possible). Oniy 16 
Of the 32 character squares can 
be projected on the íace of the 
sphere. Offsets of 8 to 16 allow 
you to choose which 16 characters 
Width across your SCREEN$ you will 
Portray on the sphere. 


PERSPECTIVE rendering generates a 
3-dimensional view of your SCREENS 
With either the sides or top and 
bottom parrattel. The US SCREENS 
is manipulated by your commands 
and overlaid on the F5 or created 
On a blank SCREENS and stored as 
the new FS. Aided cursor controt 
is added for accurate piacement. 
Rt the top of either the Left or 
fight column is an example using 
the PERSPECTIUE utility. 


HRGNIFY works different from other 
magnify utilities. You have more 
control over the number of times 
areas can be magnified. Example 
is in the screen above. The "T" 
in Thanksgiving was origninallu 
1.5 characters high before it was 
Magni fied. 


The REDUCE utility is similar to 
magnify except it makes SCREEN$ 
smatter. 


The COPY & PASTE utility allows 
you to move a portion of a SCREEN$ 
from one area to another. 


Merge utility is used to combine 
two SCREEN$ into one. ALL of the 
SCREENS on this page are examples 
of the use of this MERGE utility. 
Each were made up of at least tuo 
SCREEN$ MERGEd together. 


INVERSE allows you to invert alt 
pixels within the F5 area. 


as these words have been printed 
in inverse print. 


HORIZONTAL FLIP mirror images the 
Final SCREENS. 


USER CUSTOMIZATION is provided so 
that you can make back-up copies 
or convert it do DISK. 


There is atso an area of ADVANCED 
USER TIPS. 


I found this software challenging 
and useful. It comes in handy as 
an additional tool for use with 
a DESKTOP PUBLISHER. It requires 
some expermentation to get desired 
results. I like GRAPHICS and this 
is a valued software addition. I 
fecommend it highly.

Many of the Desktop Publisher 
programs on the market for other 
computers brag about the special 
forms that can be created with 
theif program. Uell, fear-not... 
here comes the Pixel Print Labet 
Naker. 


The Pixel Print Labai Haker is a 
utility for Printing Labeis; VCR 
tape labeis, address iabeis; any 
label that can be printed with 7 
lines of 32 characters (or tess) 
can be printed with the Pixel 
Print Labei Maker. 


NOTE: the Pixel Print Labet 
Haker prints on continuous 
feed 3.5x1 inch labels. 


The Pixel Print Label Maker is a 
simple modification of the Pixel 


Print Desktop Publisher program 


you already have, v2.8. 50, just 
follow these 5 quick steeps.. in 
a fem short minutes you Fili 
printing professionai  iooking 
labels (Text and Graphics).

The new program you just created 
Maintains all the functions that 
you had in the original program. 
You can use this program to make 
your tabeis just as before, 


Uhat has changed is 2 functions. 
The SRUE function has been modi- 
fied iLine 5288) to save oniy 
the TOP 8 Lines of the column. 
The purpose for this Was Simpiy 
to Save time with these short 
files. 


The major change in the program 
is the Print function of course. 
The 3 POKES in step 2 have done 
several things for us. The POKE 
to 33764 is a RETURN. Uhen uou 
select PRINT, this RETURN is an 
excape to BASIC where the new 
lines (3888 to 3848) control the 
print function. The other two 
POKES set the printer driver to 
print 8 tines, and to print from 
the left column. 


Uhen you select PRINT, ali but 
the top 7 Lines of the screen 
are erased. These 7 lines define 
what will be printed on your 
label. 


Two print modes are availabe to 
you: Press any key (except "C"? 
to print 1 Label at a time. This 
allows you to align the iabeis. 
Uhen your alignment is complete, 
Press "C" to initiate a continu- 
ousprint mode. This mode will 
print one label after another as 
long as wanted, continuously! 


To STOP the printer, you must 
BRERK the program. Press the CRP 
SHIFT + BREAK keys at the same 
time. To re-START the program, 
type RUN (ENTER). (Using a 8/72 
inch iine spacing and 15716 inch 
labels (1 inch apart top-to-top) 
Ihave printed over 258 labels 
without needing to re-adjust the 
labels.)

It is suggested that the Overtay 
be laminated front and back prior 
to cutting out the KEY holes or 
the perimeter. After Lamination 
Carefully cut out ali the areas 
for the keys with an Xeacto knife 
or single edge razor blade. Then 
cut around the overlay perimeter. 
Mow that your LATS. Overtag is 
complete, it should fit over your 
T5268 keyboard. 


Above the keyboard area is a much 
abreviated List of instructions. 
fibove and below the marked keys 
are ceminder aids for using these 
keys while in the EDITOR MODE of 
Pixel Print Desktop Publisher. It 
Should be noted again that these 
are very abreviated instructions 
and they in no way are intended 
to replace the originals.
